An Exploration Party. 

is with much eatisfaotion wo call 
attention to tho particulars of a con- 
templated exploration of tho centro 
of this iBland, which is cxpoctod will 
start tho week after next. It is tho 
intention of tho party to place Mr 
Looch, H. B. Co., at the head of 
tho oxpediticn, who it ia well known 
will bo tho right man in tho right 
placo.VThoroaro many circumstances 
at prosont which give additional im- 
portance to this movement, though at 
any time it ought to bo regarded as a 
moritorious eitbrt. It is well known 
that thero is a tract of land between 
Nootka Sound and Salmon liivor 
which is reported to bo valuable, but 
of which nothing is roally known. It 
is supposod to bo eighty miloa long 
and sovonty miles wide, containing 
ovor 5000 squaro miles or 3,000,000 
acros well adapted to grazing purposes 
if not for agriculture. It is naid to bo 
lightly timberod ; chiefly, indeed, oak 
and fern prairies. Tho party will 
start from Noottia Sound and follow 
B n Gold rivor, sn culled from indica- 
tions of that motal being found on its 
banks, and travel if possible botweon 
Victoria Poak 74S4ft. high, and Crown 
itountfvin 6082ft., until they roach the 
Salmon Eivor tributaries, where q;;art>; 
has been found with gold in it 
plainly visiblo to tho naked eye. 
Thus tho expedition will aceomnliah 
a doublo purpose ; it is almost certain 
to find a largo quantity of land easily 
availablo, and it may make some new 
gold disoovories, either of which will bo 
of great advantago to tho Colony at 
presont. Captain Eiehards aays " that 
Gold liivcr is a largo stream, flowing 
through an extensive valley, the land 
of which in the neighborhood of tho 
river is very fortilo." Thus it is pos- 
sible tho expedition may bo the means 
of stopping tho importation of beef and 
other produce from Washington Ter- 
ritory, which annually draws so large 
an amount from our pockets, and give 
an impetus to farming and stock rais- 
ing, which is much needod in our 
midst.'*' His Excellency tho Governor, 
as will bo seen in another column, ap- 
proves of the expedition heartiiy. Ho 
undertakes to pay two-thirds of tho 
expense ($500) find oihorwiso aid in 
making tho thing succosssful, leaving 
only ono third to bo paid by tho peo- 
ple.^ Trifling as this expedition may 
be, foeble as this effort to know more 
of our country may bo, and no doubt 
somo will call it so, wo still think it 
deserves encouragement, for it may 
provo to bo tho beginning of a spirit 
of investigation, which eventually will 
benefit all classos. 



Items from English Papers. 

Tho Colonial and Continental Society baa 
hold itB annual meeting in St James's Hall 
under the presidency of the Earl of Shaftes- 
bury. The Society employe 253 agents — 
105 clergymen, 92 cntcchists and teachers, 
and 55 female teachers, The home funds of 
tho Society produeod last year £16,487, and 
the colonial and continental funds £14,721. 
The income tor Ibe year shows an increase 
ol JG350, and eorno uddition has been made 
to the reserve fund ; thero was, howevor, some 
falling off in the mission funds, arising from 
temporary causes. 

Tbo annual return from tho publio offices 
shows that in the year 1867 tho number of 
persons employed in tbo publio offices and 
departments was incrorued by 605; ond 
tho payment a of Bnlarics, &o., by £36,503. 
In lha Tost Oflico there was an increase of 
512 persons, and of £27,013. In tho inland 
revenue department thuto wqb a decrease of 
£28020 in expenses. Tim Uoard of Trade 
hIiowb nu increase of £5000; the Privy 
Council [Education] Office £4,600 ; tho Ad- 
miralty £4,200; the Mavy aud victualling 
yards £9,700. ' 

Tho paragraph respecting the) marriage ol 
Mdlle Alleluia Patti, which has found its 
way imo the newspapers ol Paris and Lon- 
don, has been positively contradicted. Her 
father, Si^nor Salvador Patti, has addressed 
the following letter to the principal journals: 
' My attention having been called lo a para- 
graph respecting my daughter, Mdlle Ade- 
line Patti, which appeared in tho Morning 
Post of May 0th, copied from the Paris fi- 
garo, 1 be« to say that tho statement as to 
my daughter having been married is totally 
untrue." 

A despatch has lately boon received at the 
Foreign OOica from H. M. Charge d'AQaires 
at Quito, announcing tho interment, with 
diplomatic arid military honors, of tho re- 
mains ol Colonel St. John Neale, C. B., tho

* • A committee- of gentlemen — Doctors Ash, 
Tolmie, and D Lenevue, Etq, has taken in 

- hand the matter of exploring tbat part of 
this Island north of a line drawn Irom Nootku 
Sound to the east coast, and which wbh 
left unfinished lour years since, when the 
Government Exploring Expedition under 
Dr Brown travelled over the more southern 
and western suction of tbo country. Tho 
committee have waited on His Eiuulieucy 
the Governor in regard to tbo matter, and 
he promises to second the effort by grant- 
ing twosthirda ol the amount required, (about 
"§500 tho whole) tbo balaocu or ono-tiurd to 

r bo contributed by tho public, and in ad- 
dition also to apply to tho Admiral lor the 
use of a gunboat to convoy tho party to the 
starting point, where Gold rivor enters the 
. sea at Nootka Sound. An intelligent offi- 
cer Mr Leech, late of the Royal Eugioeors, 
who wan ooonceted with tho expedition al- 
ready referred to, will be engaged to bead 
the party. It is known that extonsive 
prairies exist, and that a rich mineral dis- 
trict will be mot with, tho details concern- 
ing which, it is the intention of the com- 
mittee to make known to tho public by the 
labors of a small but well appointed explor- 
ing party. 

N&val Dockyakd. — Under the energetic 
management ol Admiral Hastings, the dock- 
yard at Esquimau is becoming very com- 
plete in its different branches. The War 
Department Stores, Naval Stores and Vic- 
tualling Department are now thoroughly 
efficient, and capable of equipping any dbvbI 
vessel. During tbu laet two years a factory 
for engineering purposes has been gradually 
brought to completion, and to a certain ex- 
tent, is now capable of supplying all the 
material and moat of the work of the navy. 
Slips, boat-houses and blacksmith's (.hops 
have also been added. In addition, Admiral 
Hastings has formed a coal depot cloao to 
tho dockyard ; it beiiii; bis intention to keep 
a supply of 1000 tons constantly on band to 
meet all current demands and necessities.

Destruction op Gowen & Loewen's Dis- 
tillery and Flour Millh.— Shortly after 
ten o'clock last night a fire broko out in tho 
distillery and flour mills on the Indian Re- 
serve, owned by Messrs Gowen & Loewen, 
of this city. From the isolated position of 
the premises and the difficulty of approach 
the fire-engines wcro unable to render oDy 
assistance, although the mombe'ra of the 
department were promptly on the spot. Tho 
Hook & Ladder Co. saved a trifling amount 
of property, Tho building is totally con- 
sumed, and about 1000 gallons of spirits to- 
gether with a coupla of tons ol grain. Tbe 
premisoa aro insurod in the Phoenix for the 
sum of ten thousand dollars, -which will 
cover something like two-thirils of tho pro- 
porty consumed. A watchman who sleeps 
in tbeboildiug wbb absont in town attend- 
ing tho drill of the Deluge Eogine Co, and 
remained over when the alarm was soundod 
by the Company mentioned. From the nature 
of tbe property tho glaro of tho conflagration 
lit up the whole city. But a Bbort time 
elapsed before tho entire structure was a 
mass ol flames. There is no accounting for 
the origin of tho fire, and we are sorry to 
think ; and tho firemen censuro tho owners 
ol boats iu tho neighborhood, in that they 
could not ba had for tho use of tho fire de- 
partment. In some oases it is said they 
were positively refused. We hopo this is an 
error. Tbe agont of the Pfccnoix, Mr Bq- 
van, was present daring tho conflagration.
